FIfty-ont Drowned When Within Thre# 
Mile» of Shore. 


Seattle, Wash., Jan. 11.—The steam- 
er Clallam, of 
the 
Seattlo-Victoria 
fleet, 
went 
down 
midway^ Jb,Ptween 
Smith Island and Dungenness'^n the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca. Fifty-^e per- 
Bons were drowned. Every woman and 
child aboard the Clallam perished. 


The Clallam was a staunch new pai- 
eenger boat. 
She left Port Townsend 
for Victoria, facing a terrific southern 
gale. 
Within sight of her destination- 
a huge sea overwhelmed the little 
steamer, smashing In her dead lights,, 
flooding her hold with water, extin- 
guishing the fires beneath her boiler 
and placing her at the mercy of a 
howling gale. 
The culmination of the 
tragedy 
was 
postponed for several 
hours. 


Within three miles of shore, and at 
a time when it appeared certain thai 
the Clallam had been lost, a desperate 
effort was made to save the women 
and children in the lifeboats. 
They 
were placed in the first boat to leav« 
the ship, which Captain Lawrence, a 
Yukon pilot, volunteered to command 
the boat, which was manned by deck- 
hands. 
The frail craft went down 
within Bight of the Clallam, and a sec- 
ond lifeboat Allied with male passen- 
gers, and in command of Second Offi- 
cer Currjn, was probably lost a few 
minutes later. 
Aboard the Clallam 
watchers saw the waves sweep passen- 
gers from their hold on the seals and 
hurl them Jnto the water. Though the 
lifeboat was righted 
later, 
diligent 
search has failed to find a trace of her. 
More passengers and members of the 
crew were lost when a third lifeboat 
was swamped in an attempt to launch 
the boi^t. 


The tug Sea Eion- sighted the Hol- 
yolte aiid her tow about midnight and 
stood f)y to assist. 
An hour and a 
half lat^r she luffihed and disappeared 
beneath the wav^s. 


By heroic efforts the crews pf the 
two tugs saved fbe lives of nearly all 
who remained ^ o a r d the Clallam. A

Berlin, Jan. 12.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Lokal Anzelger 
gives a much more serious view of the 
Far Eastern situation than has hither- 
to emanated from that capitol. 
The 
correspondent claims that he has au- 
thentic information that those in ofli- 
cial circles entertain a greater concern 
over the difllcultles between Russia 
and Japan than they have heretofore 
allowed to become known to the pub- 
lic and he says he suspects that the ut- 
terances of the press have been op- 
timistically couched In order to con- 
ceal this official disquiet. 


The correspondent goes on to say 
that the czar takes the keenest Inter- 
est in bringing order into the compli- 
cated situation, and that he insists 
that an unvarnished report shall be 
made public. This communication will 
give a complete story of the negotia- 
tions with Japan, including the latest 
developments.

correspondent 
says: "The' czar ;wlsl^s as he told 
Count Lampidorfr that the.wliole trutlv 
shall be ^Iven to the public. 
He is 
personally against war and refuses 
to believe that it will come. He hopes 
to convince-Japan that Russia-'s wishes 
are reasonable and must be W3spected.

"First—Japan will get various'con- 
cessions In Corea. 


"Second—In South Corea the Japan- 
ese can act not only in their economic 
Interests, but they can adopt strategic 
measures corresponding with these in- 
terests.

eTEAMCR SINKS IN WILD 8T0RM 


FIfty-on* Drowned When Within Three 
Mllee of Shore. 
Seattle, Wash., Jan. 11.—The steam­ 
er Clallam, of 
the 
Soattlo-Vlctorla 
fleet, 
went 
down 
mldway^j^jstween 
Bmlth Island and Dungenness'^n the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca. F lfty-^e per­ 
dons were drowned. Every woman and 
child aboard the Clallam perished. 
The Clallam was a staunch new paa- 
■ enger boat. She left Port Townsend 
for Victoria, facing a terrific southern 
gale. Within sight of her destination 
a huge sea overwhelmed the little 
steamer, smashing in her dead lights, 
flooding her hold with water, extin­ 
guishing the flres beneath her boiler 
and placing her at the mercy of a 
howling gale. The culmination of the 
tragedy was 
postponed for several 
hours. 
Within three miles of shore, and at 
a time when It appeared certain thai 
the Clallam had been lost, a desperate 
effort was made to save the women 
and children in the lifeboats. 
They 
were placed in the first boat to leav« 
the ship, which Captain Lawrence, a 
Yukon pilot, volunteered to command 
the boat, which was manned by deck­ 
hands. 
The frail craft went down 
within sight of the Clallam, and a sec­ 
ond lifeboat fillled with male passen­ 
gers, and in command of Second Offi­ 
cer Currjn, was probably lost a few 
minutes later. 
Aboard the Clallam 
watchers saw the waves sweep passen­ 
gers from their hold on the seals and 
hurl them Into the water. Though the 
lifeboat was righted later, diligent 
search has failed to find a trace of her. 
More passengers and members of the 
crew were lost wiien a third lifeboat 
was swamped In an attempt to launch 
the boat. 
The pug Sea Elon* sighted the Hol­ 
yoke aad her tow about midnight and 
stood f)y to assist. 
An hour and a 
half later she lunched and disappeared 
beneath the waves. 
By heroic efforts the crews pt the 
two tugs saved the lives of nearly all 
who remained ^ o a rd the Claliam. A 
few werie swept away and perln^b^d in 
tbe blai%ness o£<tke stona. 


WILL CONTINUE 
NEGOTIATIONS 


Tokio, Jan, 9,—The Japanese gov­ 
ernment has practically determined to 
continue negotiations. It is dissatisfied 
with Russia’s terms, but does not feel 
warranted in Issuing an ultimatum or 
breaking off npgotlatlons, and will 
make another effort to secure their 
modification before resorting to force. 
It Is anticipated that the discussion 
will consume a few weeks, during 
wiilch interim a breach of the peace 
is very Improbable, 
The eldc^r statesmen of Japan con­ 
ferred today. Meanwhile the wildest 
rumors are current. The press unani­ 
mously demands that the government 
take decisive action, thereby prevent­ 
ing Russia from gaining advantages 
by further dilatory tactics. 
The people repose confidence In the 
government’s ability to rise to the op­ 
portunity. 


RUSSIA'S ATTITUDE 


C««r Insists That the Whole Truth Be 
Made Public. 
Berlin, Jan. 12.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Lokal Anzelger 
gives a much more serious view of the 
Far Eastern situation than has hither­ 
to emanated from that capltol. 
The 
correspondent claims that he has au­ 
thentic information that those in oili- 
cial circles entertain a greater concern 
over the difllcultles between Russia 
and Japan than they have heretofore 
allowed to become known to the pub­ 
lic and he says he suspects that the ut­ 
terances ot the press have been op­ 
timistically couched in order to con­ 
ceal this official disquiet. 
The correspondent goes on to say 
that the czar takes the keenest Inter­ 
est in bringing order into the compli­ 
cated situation, and that he insists 
that an unvarnished report shall be 
made public. This communication will 
give a complete story of the negotia­ 
tions with Japan, including the latest 
developments. 
The 
correspondent 
says: '‘The' czar wlsljjes as he told 
Count Lamftdorff that the. whole trulls 
shall be ^iven to the public. 
He is 
personally against war and refuses 
to believe that it will come. He hopes 
to convlneg'Japan that Russia'^s wishes 
are reasonable and must be isespected. 
''Accordingly 
the 
communication 
chiefly embraces five points^: 
"First—Japan will get various "con­ 
cessions in Corea. 
"Second—In South Corea the Japan­ 
ese can act not only in their economic 
Interests, but they can adopt strategic 
measures corresponding with these in­ 
terests. 
"Third — Russia allows Japan full 
commercial freedom of «action in North 
Corea, but Japan must not permanent­ 
ly occupy fortified towns either to the 
north or south, and neither on the 
coast nor in the interior. 
"Fourth—A neutral zone of 50 kilo­ 
metres broad is to be created between 
Corea and Manchuria along, the Yalu 
and Tumen rivers, in which neither 
Russia nor Japan can establish forti­ 
fied positions; also th’at tho strait be­ 
tween Japan and Corea shall beutral, 
thus giving free ingress and egress to- 
Russian vessels, 
"Fifth-^In reference to Manchuria* 
Russia accepts no conditions, but de­ 
clares that she Is ready to permit Japn 
an and other pov/ers to represent their 
Interests, embracing the 'open door^'* 
for Mukden and Newchang. 
"The czar personally edited and cor­ 
rected the abova points of the com­ 
munication.*'

HARVESTING 
LEAVES. 


It is not too late to stoi'e leaves'. They 
Are a luxury in the winter care of stock 
and will add to the size of the manui-e 
heap in a surprising manner if used 
freely. But don't work hard gathering 
leaves and then pile them outdoors un- 
der 
loose boards. 
Wet. half-frozen 
leaves are no good for bedding. 
It is 
best to get them from a place that has 
been raked over the year before, as 
(•here will be fewer sticks and less rub- 
bish to be picked out. 
A horse rake 
may be used in clear spaces and the 
leaves dragged with it quite a distance. 
Two bushel baskets are good forgath- 
ering; so are big sheets of canvas with 
ropes at the corners for drawing the 
bundle together. An old horse blanket 
rigiied the same way will answer. For 
carting, use a hay cart with temporary 
sideboards. 
For unloading, a pronged 
hoe with long tines and long handle 
is a help.

GASOLINE IN POULTRY HOUSES. 


Gasoline is said by the Poultry Keep- 
er to be better than kerosene for de- 
stroying lice in the henhouse, as the 
Insect dies as soon as it is touched by 
the fluid, while when Icerosene is used 
the lice are able to crawl away some 
distance before dying. 
The gasoline 
evaporates vei'y quickly 
and 
leaves 
everything clean. 
When put on the 
heads of the foMi to destroy the large 
gray lice the eiïect was to render the 
birds dizzy for a few moments, but 
they quickly recovered and 
seemed 
not to be injured by it. 
Applied on 
the body it causes a sensation of in- 
tense cold, owing to rapid evapora- 
tion. aud for that reason it is not ad- 
visable to use it on the body. 
It 
should be used only hy daylight, as 
it is highly inflammable, and the vapor 
from it lights quickly. 
But we have 
jiixd good results in using kerosene, 
found it sure death to lice if not in- 
stantaneous, so that we do not care 
to change our method unless we should 
chance to have the gasoline and not 
Iiave the kerosene at hand.

suffering from tuberculosis are milked 
for a long time and their milk sold for 
iumian consumption. 
The men of sei 
ence differ as to the transmitting oí 
this disease to the human through the 
milk of the diseased cow, but it is a 
uusty thought to feel that it is eveu 
possible. If your animals have a trou 
blesome cough consult a veterinaria!) 
at onoe. If they are not diseased, make 
it a part of the work of the dairy to 
see that their quarters are kept clean, 
tree from foul odors, dry, M-ell ventil 
ated and as sunny as possible. In thi? 
way we can reduce the opportunities 
for disease creeping in. 
Tuberculosis 
is slowly yet surely gaining ground, 
and every man who own» a cow should 
be watchful.

.ANIMALS WITH HANDS. — 


ttnnsAroos 
Tliplrs to Put Food Into 


Their 3Iot\thii. 


Kangaroos use their hands very read- 
ily to hold food in and to put it to 
their mouths. 
As their forelegs are 
CO short that they have to browse in 
a stooping position, they seem pleased 
when able to secure a large bunch ol' 
cabbage or other vegetable provender 
and to hold it in their hands to eat. 
Sometimes the young kangaroo, look- 
ing out of the pouch, catches one or 
two of the leaves which the olú one 
drops., and the pair may be seen each 
nibbling at the salad hold in their 
hands, one. so to speak, "one floor" 
above the other. In '*Allce in ^yondor. 
land" the lizard is always making 
notes on a slate and then trying to 
rub them out again with his fingers. 
Many lizards' feet are so like hands 
that it is rather surprising that they 
are only used for running and climb- 
ing. 
But that is the main purpose to 
which lizards apply them. 
The slow, 
deliberate clasping and unclasping of 
a chameleon's feet look like the move- 
ments which the hands of a sleep walk- 
er might make were he trying to creep 
down the banisters. 
The chamcle^n's 
are almost deformed hands, yet they 
nave a certain superficial resemblance 
to the feet of the parrots, which more 
than other birds use the foot for many 
of the purposes of a hand wüeu feed- 
ing. 


To see many of the smaller rodent» 
—ground squirrels, prairie dogs and 
marmots—hold their food, usually in 
both paws, is to learn a lesson in the 
dexterous 
use 
of 
hands 
vrithoiit 
timmbs. 
Eats and mice do not as a 
rule "clinch" what they hold. In^t 
merely support it in their paws, their 
movements being much less human 
than they appear. Nothinc: more read- 
ily suggests the momentary impres- 
sion that a pretty little monkey is re- 
motely "a man and a brother" than 
when he stretches out his near little 
palm, tingei'S and thumb, and with all 
the movementK proper to the civilized 
mode of greeting Insists on shaking 
hands. 
But no one feels in the loast 
inclined to grasp the clawcd digits of 
any of the rodents which use thoir 
paws to hold food. 
They are oniy 
"liolders," not hands.—Spectator.

HARVESTING LEAVES. 
/ 
It is not too late to store leaves'. They 
are a luxury in the winter cai'e of stock 
jnd will add to the size of the manui-e 
heap in a surprising manner If used 
freely. But don’t work hard gathering 
leaves and then pile them outdoors un­ 
der loose boards. 
Wet, half-irozen 
leaves are no good for bedding. It is 
best to get them from a place that has 
been x-aked over the year before, as 
there will be fewer sticks and less rub­ 
bish to be picked out. A horse rake 
may be used in clear spaced and the 
(caves dragged with it quite a distance. 
Two bushel baskets are good for gath­ 
ering; so are big sheets of canvas with 
ropes at the corners for drawing the 
bundle together. An old horse blanket 
rigged the same way will answer. For 
carting, use a hay cart with temporary 
sideboards. For unloading, a pronged 
hoe with long tines aud long handle 
Is a help.

GASOLINE IN POULTRY HOUSES. 
Gasoline is said by the Poultry Keep­ 
er to be better than kerosene for de­ 
stroying lice in the henhouse, as the 
insect dies as soon as it is touched by 
the fluid, while w'hen kerosene is used 
the lice are able to crawl away some 
distance before dying. 
The gasoline 
evaporates very quickly and leaves 
everything clean. 
When put on the 
heads of the fowl to destroy the large 
gray lice the effect was to render the 
birds dizzy for a few moments, but 
they quickly recovered and seemed 
not to be injured by it. 
Applied on 
the body it causes a sensation of in­ 
tense cold, owing to rapid evapora­ 
tion, aud for that reason it is not ad­ 
visable to use it on the body. 
It 
.should be used only by daylight, as 
it is highly inflammable, and the vapor 
from it lights quickly. 
But we have 
had good results in using kerosene, 
found it sure death to lice if not in 
stantaneous, so that w'e do not care 
to change our method unless we should 
chance to have the gasoline aud not 
have the kerosene at hand.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE. 
■\Yhlle all dairymen are fearful of tu- 
bereulosls getting into the herd, it is 
to be regretted that all do not take 
the precautions they might to keep it 
nut. 
Like hog cholera or any other 
infectious- disease, it should be the 
busines.s of every man w’ho has cattle 
to see that they do not become dis 
eased if he is able to do anything tc 
v.'ard the trouble off. 
He owes this 
duty to his neighbor. 
Many animals 
sutfering from tuberculosis are milked 
for a long time and their milk sold for 
human consumption. The men of sci 
ence differ as to the transmitting oi 
this disease to the human through the 
milk of the diseased cow, but it is a 
nasty thought to feel that it is even 
possible. If your animals have a trou 
blesome cough consult a veterinarian 
lit once. If they are not diseased, make 
it a part of the work of the dairy to 
see that their quarters are kept clean, 
free from foul odors, dry, well ventll 
ated and as sunny as possible. In thi? 
way "vve can reduce the opportunities 
for disease creeping in. Tuberculosis 
Is slowly yet surely gaining ground, 
aud every man who own# a cow should 
be watchful.

Kangaroos use their hands very read­ 
ily to hold food in and to put it to 
their mouths. 
As their forelegs are 
CO short that they have to browse in 
a stooping position, they seem pleased 
when able to secure a large bunch of 
cabbage or other vegetable provender 
and to hold it in their hands to eat. 
Sometimes tho young kangaroo, look­ 
ing out of tho pouch, catches one or 
two of tho leaves which the old ouo 
drops,, and the pair may be seen each 
nibbling at the salad held in their 
hands, one, so to speak, “one floor’’ 
above the other. In “Alice iu ^Yonder- 
land” tho lizard is always making 
notes on a slate and then trying to 
rub them out again with his fingers. 
Many lizards’ feet are so like hands 
that it is rather surprising that they 
are only used for running and climb­ 
ing. But that is the main purpose to 
which lizards apply them. The slow, 
deliberate clasping and unclasping of 
a chameleon’s feet look like the move­ 
ments which the hands of a sleep walk­ 
er might make were he trying to creep 
down the banisters. The chameleon’s 
are almost deformed hands, yet they 
nave a certain superficial resemblance 
to the feet of tho parrots, which more 
than other birds use the foot for many 
of the purposes of a hand wûen feed­ 
ing. 
To see many of the smaller rodents 
—ground squirrels, prairie dogs and 
marmots—hold their food, usually in 
both paws, is to learn a lesson in tho 
dexterous 
use 
of 
hands 
vrithout 
thumbs. Kats and mice do not as a 
rule “clinch” what they hold, but 
merely support it in their paws, their 
movements being much less human 
than they appear. Nothinc: more read- 
ily suggests the momentary impres­ 
sion that a pretty little monkey is re­ 
motely “a man and a brother” than 
when he stretches out his near little 
palm, fingers and thumb, and with all 
the movements proper to the civilized 
mode of greeting insists on shaking 
hands. But no one feels in the least 
inclined to grasp the clawcd digits of 
any of the rodents which use their 
paws to hold food. 
They are oniy

“ CAN’T HEL? IT.”

T was the skipper \vho spim 
the 3’arii—the old skipper of 
Kiuldy Cove. Avho, in his 
time, liad becii lishormaii, 
trapper, 
sealer,

trade for more than a few dozen, and 
then to their customers only.. One farm* 
er came to town from a distance with ao 
dozen of eggs, and after ii good deal of 
talking, succeeded in trading for 10 doz« 
at three diilerent stores and as many 
dilTereut prices, the remaining 20 dozen 
he taken along home, as ho was not will­ 
ing to take the cash prtce offered. An­ 
other came six miles and was disappoint­ 
ed In about the same way. Does it pay 
to drive miles, to loose your time for 
such bargains, when the hucksters will 
take your produce away from your door, 
not to rob them, but paying them full 
market price? I again ask the question, 
does it pay for merchants to do business 
like this, and how does it pay ? 
I do not think that it would require 16 
years of experience to find out that it 
does not pay.
